A satlatactory year was. experl- 
enced by the British Section of the 
Kowloon-Canton Railway during 
last year, according, to the report 
just issued: by’ Mr. Robert’ Baker, 
Manager and Chief Engineer. 

Indeed, considering the continu- 
ed state of unrest in South China 
and the general trade depression 

“in the Colony throughout the 
poriod under review, states - the 
report, the railway may be sald to 
‘have had an unusunlly ancceasful 
| year, the receipts practically | dal- 
ancing the working expenses. © 


\ The disturbed conditions prevail-|" 


ing in.the neighbouring Provinco 
of Kwangtung. caused considorable 
anxiety) at times regarding the 
safety of through.traffic with Can- 
ton, and ‘working arrangements 
with the Chinese Section of the 
line ' presented . many difficulties 
owing to the frequent Interference 
‘of:the various Chinese military 
" actions with the working of that 
Section. The unreasonable atti- 
tude of the Canton Isbour unions, 
and the ever-present danger ' of 
molestation by banditti who suc- 
cessfully broke the track and pil- 
laged loca! trains on more than one 
occasion, all added to the troubles 
of the Chinese Section officials. 
THROUGH, SERVICE, 

Notwithstanding - these’ adver- 
sities, a, through service of trains 
between’ Kowloon ‘and Canton was 
maintained throughout the, year, 
ono. express and one slow train 
being run through each way, per 
day during the firat half of the 
year, when arrangements between 
the two Sections were concluded 
for British engines to hau) the ‘ex- 
press trains all the way to Can- 
ton.. ‘ 

On und J for the: . first, time 
since the line was opened, a. Brie 
ytish:engine hauled a train through 
to Canton. This event resulted in 
further co-operation. betweon the 
two Sections, and from June 20 
onwards two express. trains each 
way daily. (with one or two isolat- 
ed exceptions) were run, hauled by 
British engines, doing the journey 
of 111 miles in ‘8 hours, and 46 
minutes.’ These’ trains were run 
. punctually to tinte and gave gen- 
eral satisfaction to the travelling 
public with whom the route gain- 
ed an. established popularity, 

\ AMICABLE RELATIONS, : 

It is pleasing to record the very 
amicable relations existing between 
the British and Chinese Sections 
of the line, which’ so. greatly faci 


ene Hiteted the above, and -“alb-other 
working arrangements, thereby en-| 


abling a really: sound train service 
to‘ be maintained in the face of 
many obstacles, to the mutual bene- 
fit of both Sections ag well as the 
community. . 

The inauguration of a ‘fegular 
and punctual service of express 
trains seems to have marked 2 new 
era in. the history of. the railway, 
and it is confidently anticipated

LEGISLATION OR EDUGATION? 


“Whether Jegislation’. or education’ 
was ‘the best means . of eradicating 
spitting in Hong “Kong was discuss- 
ed'at length at yesterday's meeting 
of the Sanitary Board. :

- The head of a colossal statue of 
Pope Paul IV., which Jay in the bed 
of the Tiber for centuries opposite 
the Papal Castle of St. Angelo, has 
been recovered, says the “British 
United Press,” 

Pope Paul IV. was bitterly hated 
by the populace, and when, in 1659, 
it was known that ho was dying, a 
.mob pulled down all the’ statues 
erected in his honour, ‘including a 
huge figure more than 20 feet high, 
which stood In ‘tho Castle of St. 
Angelo. . 

The head of the statue was sever: 
ed. from the trunk, rolled through 
the streets. by the crowd, and fin- 
ally flung into the Tiber... 

Some time ago, during dredging 
operations, the head of tha statue 
was recovered, 
definitely identified by General 
Borgatti, 
in the Castle of 8t. 
Angelo. Identification was made 
by.a comparison of the head with 
the features ‘of the only remaining 
statue In Rome of the unpopular 
Pope. 


RARE STAMP DISCOVERED. 


Wellington (N.Z.), May 13. 

A New Zealand postage stamp, 
believed to be the only one in exist- 
ence, has been discovered at Christ- 
church, This is the penny stamp, 
known to. collectors ag the “Full 
Face Queen's,” which was printed 
in London in the carly, “sixties” on 
unperforated sheets containing 240 


. |stamps. 


These, when sold, were usually 
cut off the’ sheet with scissors, but 
the sheet from which the stamp in 
question came had been perforated 
by a firm of Dunedin printers, and 
is the only. specimen known— 
Reuter.
